MARKING OF AIRCRAFT GAS CYLINDERS 



1. Scope — Specifies marking of aircraft gas cylinders and containers. 
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2.1 Cylinders and containers shall be marked by means of labels or transfers with an indication of: 

a) the degree of dangerousness of the gas, 

b) the name of the gas, and 

c) the chemical formula of the gas. 

2.2 The degree of dangerousness of the gases shall be indicated by the colours of the labels or 
transfers and the symbols given below, the labels, transfers and symbols being outlined in black:

2.3 The name and chemical formula of the gas shall be marked in black letters on the label or 
transfer as conspiciously as possible.

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2.4 Two labels or transfers shall be applied to each cylinder or container near the valve and opposite 
to each other. They shall not be applied to the cylindrical part of the vessel.
